Shells of the W est One 
Hundredth siree! police station ; John 
Phelan, a plain clothes policem an, and 
two civilian s, Richard W ilson and L. 
Rogers. 
A h earing will he held during the 
afternoon b efore M agistrate W ahle in 
the T om bs police court and Hie w it­ 
nesses su m m on ed will he a sk ed to tell 
what they Un >w of Hie alleged plot. 
Rogers, o n e of tile w itn e sse s , and a 
man named K elly were em ployed dur­ 
ing tile last cam paign by th e C itizens’ 
union. 
A few days after th e election 
Rogers told Kelly, it is alleged , of the 
plot 
to m urder Dr. 
Parkhurst. 
Ac­ 
cording to statem ents already made, 
Rogers said he was approached by a 
policeman and asked if he would take 
the task of killing Dr. Parkhurst.

is declared that tho p olicem an said a 
police official would pay $500 for tho 
work and R ogers asked K elly if he w as 
willing to go into Hie sc h em e , taking 
for his part $200, 
w hile lie (Rogers) 
would get th e remainder of the sum. 


Did Not W a n t to C o m m i t Murder. 


It is further alleged 
that Rogers 
saw this p olice official and talked the* 
inaMer o v er with him at length, hut 
finally c a m e to the con clusion that he 
would not resort to m urder. 
“ I will beat him,” R o g ers is alleged 
to have said to the police official, “hut 
I won't kill him .” 
A ccording to the sta te m e n ts said to 
be in p o ssessio n of the district attor­ 
ney, the police official in sisted that 
Dr. P arkhurst be put out of the way. 
Then R o g ers 
put the m a tter 
before 
Richard W ilson, a young clerk, who 
interview ed the police official. 
W hat developed after th is interview 
with the police official h a s not been 
learned. 
At that tim e Parkhurst was 
in Europe for his usual su m m er vaca­ 
tion and did not return to this city un­ 
til fall, w h e n Kelly w ent to Dr. Park­ 
hurst- and repeated all that had been 
told him 
Follow ing th is W ilson and 
Rogers w e r e continually' shadow ed by 
d etectives and their arrest followed. 
Acting C aptain of P olice Sheiks, who 
was su m m oned by Mr. Jerom e to ap­ 
pear at. tho hearing, d en ies knowledge 
of the a lleg ed 
plot to kill 
Dr. Park- 
burst. 
“ I d on ’t know of any reason 
why I sh ould want to h a v e Dr. Park­ 
hurst k ille d ,” said S hells. 
“H e has 
done n o th in g to me.”

F ive others 
who had been drawn io w a in Hie vor­ 
tex into w h ich the B ritish K ing was 
engulfed, w er e picked up by the B os­ 
tonian from a frail hit of w reckage J 
which they had grasped after a des- j 
p enile stru g g le for 
life in the whirl- j 
pooh 
T h e Bostonian arrived here* in 
the aftern oon and the d eta ils of tho 
disaster b eca m e known. 
Captain Jam es O’H agan of the Brit­ 
ish K ing died on hoard th e Bostonian 
from the effects of terrib le injuries 
sustained in trying to sa v e his ship. 
T he rescued who w ere brought here 
include J a m e s Flanigan, tile second of­ 
ficer; J. I). Crawford, c h ie f engineer; 
Adolphus Beck, fourth engineer, and 
W illiam J. Curry, stew ard. 
The oth­ 
ers w ere coal 
passers and 
sailors, 
m ostly B elgians, and 
on e stow aw ay, 
Henry P ark etch of N ew York. 
T w o lifeb oats from the 
Bostonian 
were crushed to fra g m en ts and the 
volunteer crew s which m anned them 
w ere th ro w n 
into tile* high 
running 
seas w h ile engaged

rescue, but all w ere sa fe ly landed on 
hoard the steam er. 
W hen th e first lifeboat w as lowered 
from th e Bostonian,

R ealizin g Hie n e ce ssity of quick a c­ 
tion Captain O ’H agan him self went in­ 
to the hold and strove to repair the 
m ost damaged sections.

The legislative committee authorized 
some time ago to look up the matter of 
Mississippi river navigation made a re­ 
port last night submitting the corres­ 
pondence had with Congressman C. B. 
Buckman in reference to the matter. A 
letter from Congressman Buckman to 
Dr. Werner Homstead, chairman of this 
committee, indicated that the congress­ 
man was using every effort to ascertain 
if there was anything available in the 
way of an appropriation for the im­ 
provement of the river for navigation 
above Brainerd. Tile congressman en­ 
closed communications he had had with 
Congressman T. E. Burton, of the house 
of representatives, who is chairman of 
tho committee on rivers and harbors. 
Ile stated that he had a letter from 
General Mackenzie in regard to tile 
money available for improvement of the 
river 
between Brainerd 
and Grand 
Rapids. 
The general, according to his 
letter, assumes that there is still some 
of the allotment for this section of the 
river left and that Major Derby, the en­ 
gineer in charge, reported for January 
that the work was in progress and that 
it would continuo through February. 
Representative Burton gives some in­ 


teresting information 
regarding this 
improvement. The river and 
harbor 
act of 1902 authorized the expenditure 
of $10,000 on tho Mississippi river be­ 
tween Brainerd and Grand Rapids. 
It 
was contemplated that this amount 
should bo expended in removal of over­ 
hangin g trees, snags, log, stumps, etc. 
According to reports tiled a fair chan­ 
nel had been secured from Grand Rapids 
to Sandy Lake by June .‘JO, 1904, after 
which time the 
work was continued 
down the river to Aitkin. 
About HO 
miles of river were worked over. Ac­ 
cording to the letter the appropriation 
is about exhausted and it is believed 
that it will require about $10,000 more 
to complete the work, but no appropria 
tion can now be made for the purpose 
until next winter. 
Thoro was no discussion of either the 
water works or electric light [questions, 
except as tho 
former 
matter 
was 
discussed by T. W. Harrison, of Topeka, 
Kan., who was a guest at tho meeting. 
Mr. Harrison spoke of the problem as 
wrestled with by tho Topeka council. 
Touching upon the point of acquiring 
an old plant ho cited the experience of 
that city. 
lb* stated according to the 
engineer’s estimate it would cost the 
city $300,000 to acquire the old water 
works plant. They set shout it to get 
the plant, but before it had been turned 
over to tho city it cost $000,000. 
Mr. 
Harrison’s address was interesting as 
ho gave facts touching on municipal 
problems, which in tho light of his ex­ 
perience as mayor 
of Topeka, gave 
weight. 
Attorney L. E. Lum, of Duluth, was 
also present at the meeting and was 
called upon for a few remarks. 
He 
spoke generally of tho conditions in 
Brainerd at the present time. “To an 
outsider,” he stated, “things did not 
look half as bad in Brainerd as some of 
the people right hero would have them.'' 
Ho could notice a vast improvement 
over a year ago and his talk was very 
encouraging. 
There was some discussion on the 
matter of putting a fish way in the new 
dam at Pine River. The club will make 
an effort to have fish ways put in at the 
Brainerd, Pine River, Gull Lake and 
other dams. 
William Bergh made a vigorous plea 
for immediate action relative to the con­ 
struction of a bridge across Gull lake 
on Sec. Id, 135, 29. The matter will bo 
taken up later by the club. 
The concensus of opinion was that the 
land sale on 
Apr.I 12 next would be a 
good thing for Brainerd and Crow Wing 
county and the club will make every 
effort to assist and make it a success. 
J. S. Gardner, T. C. Pointon and Wil­ 
liam Burgoyne, who appraised this land, 
are to bo requested to lie present at the 
club rooms and at tho sale on this date 
to give such information as the prospec­ 
tive buyers may desire as to tho loon 
tion of the lands, etc. The board of 
county commissioners will also be asked 
to bo in session and a committee will be 
named from the Commercial club to 
extend such aid and assistance neces­ 
sary. 
It was decided last night to institute 
a grain growing contest in this county, 
and a committee consisting of A. T. 
Larson, I. U. White, Dr. Kibble, G. A.
